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OME into my office with me this morning, any week- 

day morning, and help me open and read and answer 
my mail from the chaplains! Except for almost four years 
spent in the Army as a chaplain I have been seeing this 
mail morning after morning since 1939. Compared with 
the stream of requests for Scriptures which comes from all 
parts of America, chaplains’ letters form but a small 
percentage of some days’ mail. On other days, however, 
especially in times like these of increasing mobilization, 
many letters come from many corners of the world. 

There is a letter; you hold it in your hand. I can tell 
by the familiar address in the corner that it is from a post 
chaplain in a large training camp for airmen in the 
Southwest. I know that chaplain. He was with a tank- 
destroyer outfit when I first met him and he has been a 
superb minister to his men. Look at his request—1,500 
Testaments, 500 whole Bibles, over 2,000 Gospel portions 
and several thousand pieces of literature, posters and— 
for himself—a copy of the Society’s booklet, ‘“The Chap- 

lain and His Use of the Bible.” 

This next letter is a short one; it is from a newly ac- 
tivated military training camp. I remember the place well; 
I was there during World War II. It seems only yesterday 
that this large camp was deactivated and its copies of 
American Bible Society’s Scriptures forwarded to another 
camp. This chaplain wants 1,000 whole Bibles a month for 
Southern young men coming to that camp. 

Here is another letter; it is from a veterans’ hospital 
chaplain. I visited him not long ago and then drove 
around the large building where his thousands of patients 
were waiting for the Scriptures which he is asking for now. 

But you are already reaching for the F.P.O. and A.P.O. 
letters and wondering about what these chaplains want. 
Well, open this one; it is from a chaplain aboard one of 
our largest battleships. He needs a new lectern Bible, for 
his ship has just come out of the moth-ball fleet. Soon her 
full complement of bluejackets and officers will be swarm- 
ing over her on a second shakedown cruise. I remember 
when she was first launched. The American Bible Society 
provided Testaments for every Protestant lad who didn’t 
have one of his own. Now a new crew is aboard; but 
even though it is a new crew, the old longing for a faith that 
will not fail on land or sea will need to be built out of Scrip- 
ture reading, prayer and the attendance upon the services 
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when, on a lonely ocean, the ship will be rigged for church. 

Open the mail! Here is a letter from a chaplain in 
Germany. He wants not only Scriptures for his men but 
German Bibles for the villagers whom he bas met. 

Here’s a letter from Alaska. Here is one from Japan. 
And here is one which has muddy corners; sure enough, 
it is from the battlefield. Already we know that the 
chaplain who wrote it has been wounded—but we shall 
read his request and answer it. 

For I invited you to help me open, read and answer} 
my mail this morning. Here is the pile of mail, each letter 
representing an actual need. Today’s mail has not been as! 
heavy as some, but here it is, totaling 1,850 Bibles, 7,500) 
Testaments and 3,750 Portions. That is not nearly asj 
many as I saw in one request for United Nations troops} 
only a few days ago—136,000 Bibles and Testaments inj 
nine different languages. 

Shall we send these Scriptures? Of course we shall!! 
The American Protestant Churches have been providing} 
funds to do this very thing since before the Mexican War! 
of 1846. Your grandfather may have read a Bible Society; 
Bible in the War between the States, regardless of the side! 
on which he fought. My father had a service Testament! 
in 1899 in the Philippines; for years I read from a World| 
War I American Bible Society Testament given to me asi 
a boy by a returning soldier. In World War II the Bible! 
Society provided literally millions of copies of the Scrip-: 
tures for men and women in all branches of the service. I 
helped to distribute some of these myself and I recall 
how eagerly they were received and read. 

And now? Well, you have helped me look at one day’s} 
mail. Tomorrow you may come again and read some: 
more. Or you may wish to browse through those files over 
there, bulging with last year’s requests. | 

Only $75,000 is provided in the regular budget. But) 
times of emergency always produce emergency funds, and_ 
I count on the people of America to stand by the Society: 
as the Society stands by the chaplains. For remember, the} 
American Bible Society is the only organization supplying:

“A few months ago,” 
rites Dr. Sadler, ‘“‘these 
adult tribesmen had no ex- 
pectations gr hopes of be- 
oming literate. To them a 
mastery of reading repre- 
sented years of schooling 
and hard work. Now, almost 
n a leap, they have by the Laubach system crossed one of 
he widest gaps separating people the world over—the 
bap literacy. There is pride, warranted pride, in their 
accomplishment. 

“IT remember the day a middle-aged man exclaimed to 
e, ‘I can read!’ and the day two men visited me together 
and announced, ‘We have read all the Loma books’; 
also the other man who said, ‘Now I can read the Word of 
sod myself.’ ” 

Dr. Sadler tells of a man who came to him and asked 
hat he be allowed to preach at the evening service. After 
roing over his message with him, permission was granted. 
[he talk as he gave it was taken straight from one of the 
Bible books the new literate had been reading. 

About the same time it was learned that one of the 
iteracy teachers located in a town six hours’ walk from 
Dr. Sadler’s station had been doing evangelistic work for 
everal weeks on his own. He had never received formal 
raining in Christian work. Indeed, he was not even a 
Christian by formal profession. When Dr. Sadler asked 
im why he had launched out into this voluntary work, he 
‘eplied that he had read about Christ in one of the Loma

books and thought it was something he should share with 
other people: 

“The Loma books” are primers for the use of new 
literates. Some of them are taken directly from the Bible. 
These latter are the ones Folomo called “the books on 
God.” 

Where could one find a 
clearer illustration of the 
power of the Bible in evan- 
gelism? Helpful as it is to 
declare the Gospel to illiter- 
ate natives and see them re- 
spond by offering their lives 
to Christ, the story of the 
mission of the Church re- 
veals that the only work that 
endures is that which is un- 
dergirded with copies of the 
published Word to which 
the Christian disciple can 
return again and again for 
study and refreshment. 

With the world moving 
more rapidly than ever in 
history toward literacy, what 
a challenge there is in this story of Folomo to see that the 
Gospel in the languages of all the tribes of men is kept in 
ample supply! 

This is the sole purpose of the American Bible Society. 
To this end it aids missionary translators, both those who 
are working on new languages for people who have never 
had the Scriptures in their own tongue, and the others 
who are revising translations already made. To this end 
the Society strives to produce the Scriptures in whatever 
languages they are needed and in such forms as will be 
most useful to the readers. To this end it seeks by every 
available means to get the published copies into the hands 
of those who need them and do so in such a way that the 
books will speak to the hearts of their recipients with re- 
deeming power. 

The aim and the hope of the Bible Society was pos- 
sibly never stated more clearly and in fewer words 
than as Folomo, the newly literate Liberian, scribbled 
them on his crumpled piece of paper for his missionary 
friend: “‘I have read all the books on God. I want you 
to pour God-water on my head. I want to become a 
Jesus-person.”’ 
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Bible Celebration in Beirut 


The Subagent of the Bible Lands Agency, North reports an occasion of great significance 
reflecting the honor accorded to the Bible, and the freedom to circulate it, 
in the Republic of Lebanon

T WAS most inspiring to see on Saturday, Novem- 
ber 4, 1950 the Assembly Hall of the American 
University at Beirut filled with more than five hun- 
dred persons coming from different parts of Lebanon 
and Syria to take part in the Bible Celebration or- 
ganized by the ‘‘Advisory Council of the Bible 
Society of Syria and Lebanon.” The seat of honor 
was occupied by Emir Dr. Raif Billama, Minister of 
National Education of the Lebanese Republic, who 
had been sent from his Excellency the President of 
the Republic to represent him at this celebration, 
where he wished to assist in person but was prevented 
from attending at the last minute. One noticed 
among those present Dr. Stephen Penrose, President 
of the American University; Mr. Antoine Rizk, 
counselor of the French Legation; Mr. Wassif Ba- 
roody, Inspector of National Lebanese Education; 
and others, notables both of Lebanese and Syrian de- 
scent—people from the fields of religion, science 
and government. There were also present about a 
dozen representatives of the press. 

The Bible was truly placed in honor. At the front 
of the hall, on the dais where the speakers were sit- 
ting, and the choir of the Protestant National Church, 
a large placard drew the attention of everyone. The 
placard bore the inscription of Mark 13:31: ““Heaven 
and earth shall pass away, but my words shall not 
pass away”; with the Subagency’s symbol, consisting 
of an open Bible with a little lighted oil-lamp, beside 
it. Besides this, the celebration was broadcast by the 
Lebanese radio; and amplified so that three times 
more people could hear it than those who were in 
the hall. 

Here is a brief résumé of the celebration itself: 

It was Pastor Farid Aoudi, chief of the Council 
of the Protestant Churches and president of the Ad- 
visory Council of the Bible Society, who spoke first, 
stating the importance of the Bible and mentioning 
that many famous people in the world had borne 
testimony to the value of the Word of God, and ex- 
horted Christians, and even the whole Lebanese 
nation, to read it and put it into practice. 

At the close of his discourse Pastor Aoudi pre- 
sented a magnificent Arabic Bible, bound in fine 
leather and gold-embossed, to the President of the 
Republic through the Minister of Public Instruction, 
who received it with much eagerness and thankful- 
ness and who responded as follows: ‘The century we 
are living in is not like other centuries. It is a cen- 
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tury of struggle and effort, of disorder and agitation, 
of change and advance. This century asks for much 
from science and calls for much wisdom and courage; 
but above all it demands religion—goodness, love, 
sincerity and faith. The lighted lantern which con- 
ducts humanity in the straight path is the great Book 
of God. All the books of the world become old, and 
their beauty passes, while the Holy Scriptures are 
ever renewed, and their light grows from day to day 
as they renew themselves within the life of man. 

“They are the faithful guardian which accom- 
panies the babe in its cradle, the student at school, 
the worker in his task and the old man as he faces the. 
sunset. As the needle of a compass is directed toward 
the North despite all the directions which one would | 
try to give it, so is the Book of God, which.cannot: 
direct itself according to circumstances or the plea-| 
sures of the people, but is directed toward the one: 
and only side, which is the side of justice, charity, 
goodness and pity. 

*“‘Everything in the world becomes small and even| 
disappears if one partakes of it and distributes it,| 
except the leaven of charity, of goodness and piety;, 
which, to the degree that one partakes of them, dis-|

“Oh Book of God, source of light and wisdom!! 
Centuries will succeed each other, civilizations willl

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lievers, the consolation of the unhappy, the hope 
of the desperate and the source of all goodness and 
piety. And thou wilt remain thus until earth is de- 
stroyed and all is annihilated which is on the surface 
of life and matter.”

HE American Bible Society has just brought out 
another New Testament. It is in the language 
ariously known as Kituba, Kingora, Commercial Ki- 
ongo and now to be known as Azkwango —a trade 
anguage used by sixteen mission stations in a large 
rea in southwestern Belgian Congo, in the Kasai 
iver basin. The people speak many tribal languages, 
ut few understand the Fioti Kongo, in which there 
s considerable literature, including a translation of 
he entire Bible. The Kikwango, however, is used by 
bout 500,000 people. 

Translations of several of the Gospels had been 
repared in neighboring forms of the language by 
_ A. Brower and other missionaries of the Congo 
spel Mission, as well as by Mrs. Ernestine Straus 
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struck by the traces of all the European armies which 
had passed through Lebanon. But if the armies 
passed, he added, with their machines of war, the 
Bible Society brought peace and prosperity through 
the Bible, the incorruptible Word of God. 

It was Archimandrite Ghofrail Saleebi, represent- 
ing his Excellency, the Bishop (Greek Orthodox) of 
Beirut, who concluded the program and spoke of 
the Bible as the most precious treasure of the 
world, citing therefrom many verses to support his 
message. 

The choir of the Protestant National Church, un- 
der the direction of Mr. Arnyta, professor of music, 
helped celebrate the festival by singing three hymns 
recently translated into Arabic, and the immortal 
Alleluia of Bach. 

More than twenty dailies and magazines had 
freely published announcements of the festival and 
subsequently published accounts, greatly detailed, 
with much appreciation and praise of the Bible. 

We may thank God with all our hearts that He has 
rendered possible this occasion for witness of His 
Holy Word, which becomes more and more the book 
of Lebanon. And once more great thanks to all those 
who have contributed to this festival by prayers, in- 
terest, gifts and counsel. Now that the Bible Society 
is greatly appreciated and known in the country, it 
is for us to do all we can “‘while it is day: the night 
cometh, when no man can work.” 


The.New Testament in Still noche Language 


A Brief Report in which the Librarian of the American Bible Society brings out a little of 
the Background, Linguistic Problems and Details involved in the final steps required in producing 
a New Testament for Missionary use

Janzen and later by Mrs. Martha Hiebert Janzen, 
both of the Board of Foreign Missions of the Men- 
nonite Brethren Church of North America. hese 
had been published by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, the Scripture Gift Mission and the American 
Bible Society and by the missions, at various times 
since 1935. They were so eagerly received that both 
the Congo and the Mennonite Missions were pressing 
for a complete New Testament, feeling that the time 
was still far distant when either the Fioti or any other 
trade language would meet the needs of the people. 
The Bible Societies, however, felt that there should 
not be a separate New Testament for each of the two 
Missions and so asked them to collaborate on a union 
version. This was prepared by Mrs. Martha H. Jan- 
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zen with the aid of, among others, one particularly 
well qualified native, who in their work followed to 
some extent the Chiluba Bible in addition to the 
Fiote, French and other texts. The results were care- 
fully gone over in consultation with Mr. and Mrs. 
Brower of the Congo Gospel Mission, and the manu- 
script delivered to the American Bible Society 
in 1946. Further correction followed after examina- 
tion by Secretary Nida, and the manuscript went to 
the printer in 1948, the British and Foreign Bible 
Society having agreed to a joint publication with the 
American Bible Society. ‘he book will also be used 
by the Unevangelized Tribes Mission. 

Ten thousand copies have now been published, 
attractively bound in limp black fabrikoid. Mrs. 
Martha Janzen, on the receipt of the first two of these 
beautiful books, sent by air and arriving just before 
Christmas, wrote: 


We gave one copy to the pastor, and it was used i 
church the next day. Our native pastor showed it to the 
audience, and there was rejoicing. He told them that there 
were only two, but they could not grasp it and insistec 
on buying them right away. 

We think it is a masterpiece. The print and the cover are 
so nice. So many missionaries have mentioned that they 
like the way the verses are divided. What more can we saj 
than “praise God’? Thanks to the American Bible So 
ciety and their staff! 


The text has been supplied with subject heads anc 
with references. The proofreading and typesetting 
were done by the American Bible Society at a cost 
of over $2,600. The book will sell at 58 cents per 
copy in this country. Five thousand copies each of the 
Gospels of Mark and John are now being printed 
for evangelistic work.

The easiest way to tell you where these Bibleless 
Americans live is to tell you that they are to be 
found wherever home missionaries are at work. 

“Wherever home missionaries are at work??—the 
District and Division Secretaries of the American 
Bible Society have known this for many years. For 
over a century the home missionaries of the various 
churches and communions of America have been the

ones who most naturally and effectively have dis- 
tributed the Word of God. This is the chief way in 
which Bibleless Americans get their Bibles. 

There are other ways, of course. Bibleless Ameri- 
can service men get their Scriptures from their 
chaplains. Independentdis- 
tributors and colporteurs 
go into remote rural areas 
and crowded tenement dis- 
tricts to distribute Scrip-+ 
tures under the directiom 
of the Bible Society’s Dis+ 
trict and Division Secre-+ 
taries.

A Report on Three Bibles 


Ev. A. E. Kannwischer, Chaplain at the United 
States Penitentiary, Lewisburg, Pennsylvania, 
recently wrote the Society as follows: 


On a number of occasions in the past my letters have 
been in the form of requests. ‘These requests have always 
been honored by you. Today I wish to write in order to 
indicate to you in some measure the good which the 
Bibles you are sending are doing in this institution. In re- 
cent weeks, at least three men have been brought to my 
attention who have found God as a result of reading the 
Bible. One man told me personally that after reading the 
New Testament in an isolation cell he came to realize his 
past mistakes and with God’s help he had determined to 
make a new life. Another told me a similar story under dif- 
ferent circumstances. The third one sent me this letter: 


Dear Sir: 

I wish to acknowledge receipt of the Bible you sent me 
and to thank you very much. I wish to confess I had a 
great need for the Lord here a few months back and was 
ready to flip out.

There and then I gave 
myself to God, and am speaking seriously when I say that 
since then I have felt good all the way around and have 
been pulling easy time. I just wish to tell you how much 
the Lord means to me and thank you for the Bible. 


As this issue of the Bible Soctety Record goes to press, word 
has just come of the reception and celebrations connected 
with the arrival of the Good Will book in Japan.

NE WAY to penetrate the Iron Curtain with the 

Gospel is through the distribution of Scriptures 
to Communist prisoners of war in Korea. ‘That this 
has been done and the effect of its doing are reflected 
in two letters which came in mid-December. One 
was from Chaplain of the Army Earl C. Stemple, who 
wrote to the Bible Society in Chicago as follows: 


Every week we see it demonstrated that the Word of 
God is the Power of God unto salvation. We see this 
among our soldiers and we also see it among the prisoners 
of war. I have been working some with Dr. William 
Chisholm and Mr. Dwight Malsberry, Presbyterian mis- 
sionaries, in distributing thousands of the Gospel of John 
in Korean to the prisoners of war. They are very eager to 
have the Gospels and many of them express the desire to 
know Christ as Saviour. So in the midst of a very dark 
picture here in Korea we take courage and press on to 
distribute as much of God’s Word as possible while we 
have the opportunity. 


Chaplain of the Navy Edgar A. Day. writes more 
at length to the Bible House at New York. A few 
excerpts from his paragraphs are heart-warming: 

Four Korean YMCA men came to my room one even- 
ing. We sang “My Country, “Tis of Thee’ and several

I promised that I would send you a picture of some of 
my Bible Class girls who are enjoying using those lovely, 
easy-to-understand New Testaments I was able to buy 
with the gifts you so kindly sent. We are holding them so 
that you can see them. Thank you! 

It just happened that a large number of the most faith- 
ful attendants at this class were called away for a Gov- 
ernment English test on the day the girls had engaged 
the photographer. But this will give you an idea of how 
nice my girls are, and their smiles will tell you how grate- 
ful they are for your kindness. : 

The fifth girl from the left in the front row is totally 
blind, but she attends class faithfully. She could not read 
the New Testament, but she wanted to hold one anyway 
to show how grateful she was. She loves to sing the Eng- 
lish hymns and has quite a good voice. So every week the 
lovely girl who is at her right (the fourth from the left) 
comes to me to know the numbers of the hymns we will 
use for the lesson following. She then reads the English 
to Takada San, the blind girl, who writes the words in 
English in Braille, and sings heartily with us—her voice 
ringing out with particular clarity and her face lighting 
up wonderfully.

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Television Makes the Story Real 


M* Louise Peter of St. Paul, Minnesota is a loyal 
friend of the American Bible Society. In a letter 
accompanying a recent gift of $100 for the Society’s 
work she related an experience which we pass on to 
our readers. It may foreshadow the day when, 
through the ever-advancing wonders of modern 
communication, the satisfaction of actually seeing 
the far-flung missionary work we love to support may 
~ be not occasionally but frequently possible. Miss 
Peter writes: 

Now I want'to tell you something which gave me a 
thrill, such as I have seldom had in my whole life. You 
remember the Bibles I sent to the missionaries in Alaska 
at Christmas time. Well, one evening just after New Year’s, 
‘I heard the word ‘‘Alaska” coming over our television set, 
so I went in to listen and look. And what do you suppose 
I saw? 

I saw Rev. Walter Soboloff, one of the five to whom our 
Bibles were sent, going from place to place in Alaska 
while the announcer was telling what he was doing. I saw 
him go to a sick man lying on a cot. He gave him a leaflet, 
-and then pulling a chair up, he took out his Bible; he sat 
there reading to him. 

The announcer said, ‘‘This is Rev. Walter Soboloff.”’ 
Can you imagine how I felt? Here God brings Alaska 
right into our front room and shows me what happens to 
the Bibles which we sent to our missionaries. I could 
hardly believe my eyes and ears, and I instinctively said 
“thank you” to God. Isn’t it wonderful what God can do, 
when He wants to tell His children something? 


From Hiroshima to Denver 


A interesting story lies behind the accompanying 
picture, which was taken at the Fitzsimons Army 
Hospital, Denver, Colorado. It shows Chaplain Horace 
M. Taylor presenting a Japanese Bible to Mrs. Momia 
Keenan. Here is the story. Mrs. Keenan, whose maiden 
name was Okano, is an American-born Japanese, born 
in Yakima, Washington. In 1936, when she was a young 
girl, she was taken by her family to Japan, where they 


‘settled in Hiroshima—about a mile and a half from the 
center of the city. Mrs. Keenan relates that on the morn- 
‘ing that the atomic bomb was dropped she had arisen 
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early and taken a walk and had fortunately just returned 
to the house when the explosion occurred. She says that 
the blast appeared to her as a “‘tremendous red light.” 
All the members of her family, including her invalid 
father, escaped from the house a few seconds before it 
collapsed into a pile of rubble. 

“We lost everything,” she told Chaplain Taylor, “‘in- 
cluding my precious Bible in Japanese. I can read the 
Bible in English, but it seems even more lovely in Japan- 
Eses”? 

After finding shelter in a dugout for awhile with her 
family, Mrs. Keenan went to Tokyo, where she worked 
at the American General Headquarters. It was there that 
she met and married Sgt. Charles E. Keenan, who is now 
stationed in this country. 

Chaplain Taylor, when he found Mrs. Keenan happily 
recovering from tuberculosis at the Fitzsimons Hospital 
and learned of her desire for a Japanese Bible, wrote the 
Bible House, where, of course, the book was promptly 
granted. 


“T knew but one missionary in whom I could 
place complete confidence. That missionary I met 
in China. He was instructed in the languages; he 
had entered villages and hamlets. He had dared to 
enter the palace of him who was called ‘the Son 
of Heaven’ and had ventured to tell him of the true 
way to heaven. That missionary has done me the 
honor to be my companion, and such another com- 
panion I never expect to find. Where I could not 
go, that missionary went; what I could not do, 
that missionary did. He has never left me. In en- 
tering regions which had no teacher, he was still 
my companion. He went among all classes. He 
abode with me for weeks at a time. He animated 
all my exertions and—what was most remarkable— 
with all his powers, with all his elevation of soul, 
he became my servant. He entered even the junks 
and taught the mariners. He went on, and entered 
China itself. 

‘Surely the audience would all desire to know 
who he was. I can tell them who he was not: he 
was not a churchman, nor a dissenter; he was not 
a Calvinist, nor an Arminian; he was not an Ameri- 
can, nor an Englishman, nor a Scotchman, nor a 
Hollander. He appeared to belong to all sects, but 
many of those who were the most prominent he 
had never even mentioned. That missionary was 
the Bible!” Quoted from the Annual Report of the 
American Bible Society for 1835 


During the late war A. Paul Keller, Jr. was given a 
Bible furnished by the. American Bible Society. He was 
in New York one day in January. He found himself pas- 
sing the Bible House. This was all he needed to give the 
final push to an impulse he had often had; he stepped 
into the Bible House and, as he put it, to repay the 
Society for the gift of the Bible, he handed the recep- 
tionist a traveler’s check for $10.

A Report from the Library 


Miss Margaret T. Hills, the Society’s 
Librarian, in her report for 1950 informs 
us that there are now 18,152 volumes in 
the Society’s Scripture collection. Of 
those added in 1950, fourteen were 
printed in the 16th century, which 
opened less than fifty years after printing 
by movable metallic type became the 
customary way of publishing books; 
seven were printed in the 17th century; 
twenty-nine in the 18th; one hundred 
and fifty-seven in the 19th; three hundred 
and ninety-four in our present century; 
and thirty-five were without date. 

Books in languages new to the collec- 
tion were added in twelve languages 
during 1950, bringing the total number 
of languages now in the collection to 947, 
Since some part of the Scriptures has 
been translated and published in 1,118 
languages, there is still room for con- 
siderable growth in this direction, 
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Miss Hills and her associates welcomed 
890 students and other visitors, and 
twenty-seven groups totaling 324 addi- 
tional persons during the year. The 
visitors came from thirty-two States and 
twenty-four other countries. The Library 
staff answered and recorded 301 tele- 
phone requests for information on old 
Bibles, Bible quotations and similar 
matters,

tary Nida is working in Costa Rica with 
a Committee of Revisers of the Spanish 
Valera Bible. This text, which appeared 
at about the same time the King James 
English Bible did at the beginning of the 
seventeenth century, while in no sense 
occupying the same place of preference 
among Spanish-speaking people that the 
King James does in English, is never- 
theless widely used in Latin America 
and is badly in need of revision. 

Secretary Collyer is in Liberia, making 
a study of Scripture needs among the 
various language groups there, as the 
American Bible Society has recently ac- 
cepted from the British and Foreign Bible 
Society the responsibility for distribution 
in that country.
